N the edge of a steep declivity of Mount Tandil, 
Buenos Ayres, South. America, is a moving 
stone, known throughout the entire continent as a 
wonderful curiosity of nature. It is enormous in 
its proportions, being 18 feet broad, 24 feet high, 
and 90 feet long, the whole estimated to contain 
5,000 cubic feet and to weigh 55,000 pounds. In 
shape it is an irregular cone, and the base on which 
it rests is also cone shaped, and not to exceed 10 
inches in diameter. This cone-base has cupped it- 
self into the rock it rests on and thus holds the 
enormous mas3 from plunging into the abyss below. 
The rock is free from the surface except on this nar- 
row base, and the strength of a man will throw the 
rock intoaswaying motion, as will also a good 
wind from the southeast. This is one of the most 
interesting freaks of nature known. 





Ts Nicaragua Canal, connecting the two oceans, 
has had its formal opening and the work is 
being rapidly pushed. The total length of the 
canal line is 170 miles, but as the line utilizes the 
San Juan River and the Lake Nicaragua, the actual 
distance for canal excavation is but 28 miles. The 
route will contain five locks, twoon the eastern 
and three on the western side of the line. The 
climate, unlike that of Panama, is healthful for the 
workmen, which is a grand consideration in the 
case. The cubic yards of earth and stone to be re- 
Moved are estimated at 55,000,000, and the entire 
expense of the work of construction is estimated at 
$55,000,000, a sum far less in its total than that 
already expended on the work of the Panama.

HE miles of railroad built in the United States 

in 1888 were 7,028 in number, making a total 
for that date of 156,082 miles. These railroads use 
29 308 locomotives, against 28,252 passenger cars. 
Who would have supposed that there were more of 
the former than the latter? and who would not 
have estimated five of the latter for one of the 
former? But there are nearly 40 freight cars for 
one passenger car, there being a total of 1,005,116, 
with an increase during 1888 of 48,485, against an 
increase of passenger cars of 1,388, and of locomo- 
tives of 1,548. All this system of railroading 
covers little more than the life of the man of 50 
years. Take this one phase of industry out of our 
land and the Nation, in its general industry and 
wealth magnitudes, would instantly be reduced 
one-half or even more. The age, as it is, could not 
be, without the railway; in fact, pre-eminently, 
this is the railroad age. 


Ce eee enactments demand legis- 
lative laws for their enforcement, and thai of 
the new State of North Dakota, recently passed, 
supporting the prohibitive amendment, will prove 
a terror to evil-doers in that redsemed region, and 
will, beyond question, have the cordial indorse- 
ment of public sentiment. For the first violation 
of the law a fine of not less than $200 nor more than 
$1,000 is imposed, or imprisonment of not less than 
90 days or more than one year. For the second of- 
fense the party is held for felony, and his place de- 
clared a nuisance and suppressed. The above law 
was signed by Governor Miller December 19th, in 
the presence of a distinguished group of temper- 
ance champions. An eagle-quill pen was used, 
prepared for the occasion. The law is not too 
stringent nor its penalty too severe. The day for 
sympathy for law- breakers of this class shou!d pass 
to return no more. The man who, in defiance of 
all law, would rob us of the manhocd, love, honor, 
and lives of our sons should be punished with a 
severity that knows little mercy. 





T the Anti-Slavery Conference at Bru:sels, 
Europe, Asia, Africa, and America have repre- 
sentatives. Even Turkey and Persia join hands in 
the conference for the suppression of the slave- 
trade, while both of these nations stand with open 
gates toward Africa for the purchase of the slaves 
that are caught by the inhuman traders. Both of 
these Mohammedan nations; refuse to close their 
marts for slaves, while they profess to deplore the 
nefarious business of the slave-traders. To close 
the internal marts of the nations named would not 
be an easy thing for outside nations to do, but to 
demand that those gates opening into Africa be 
closed would seem like an easy and an effective 
thing.

ROTECTION for the brakemen of ouf railroads 
is pushing itself to the front as one of the chief 
questions of the hour. If it were proposed as a 
punishment to p!unge aman from the top of a 
freight train to the track below, that he might be 
torn to pieces by his moving train, the world would 
lift a voice in horrified protest that would be heard 
aroucd the world. More merciful, in compsrison, 
would ba the life imprisonment, or death by any 
civilized process.

Ohio rads have, 
in 20 years, killed 1.885 employes, against 265 pas- 
sengers. A vast proportion of these deaths could 
have been prevented by such safety appliances as 
are within the reach of the roads, and iaw should 
compel their use of these appliances. The wonder 
is that men can be induced to enter an employment 
so full of . Let the Nation demand greater 
protection for its railroad men.

A SHORT SERMON. 


BY MUNSON. 


‘And I went and washed, and I received sight.” John 
9: 11. 

The man spoken of in this chapter was ‘‘born 
blind.” He knew nothing of the wonders and 
beauties of nature. He could hear the people talk 
of the sun, moon, and stars, and also of the glory 
of the temple; but, poor fellow! he never saw 
them. He knew nothing of colors, and had no 
definite idea of distance. He was in a pitiable con- 
dition. He knew no employment but to *‘beg.”’ 

As Jesus was leaving the temple he saw this 
poor blind man. He had no money to give him, 
and if he had had money it would have afforded 
temporary relief only. What the man needed and 
wanted was eyesight, but he did not expect co 
great a blessing—certainly not ¢hat blessing. For 
it was not known that any one who was “born 
blind’? had had his eyes opened. Jesus saw at 
once what the man needed, and put him in the 
way of obtaining the blessing. He did not com- 
mand his eyes to be opened instantly; he took 
what seems to have been a wiser course. He evi- 
dently wanted the man to understand that there 
was something for him to do to secure so great a 
blessing. That which the man was commanded to 
do would not of itself open his eyes, nor did the 
anointing open his eyes; the two combined pro- 
duced the desired result. 

What Jesus des for man spiritually is designed 
to benefit him, but he connects our obedience with 
the rich provisions of his grace, and the promised 
blessing of salvation brings on our obedience. The 
blind man was promised sight after his eyes were 
“anointed,’”’ provided he would “‘go to the pool of 
Siloam and wash.’”’ He obeyed Jesus. He said: 
**T went and washed, and I received sight.’’ The 
anointing was absolutely necessary, and so was the 
washing. We are promised salvation on condition 
of “repentance toward God and faith in our Lord 
Jesus Christ.”” The promise is good and indis- 
pensable, though it saves no one who fails to per- 
form the condition on which it is based. ‘‘Repent- 
ance toward God’’ does not save a man. That is 
but part of the work. We are to have “faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ.’’ Jesus is not to be left out 
of the great plan of salvation. Weare to “honor 
~ the Son, even as we honor the Father.”’ 

We have all been convicted as truly as the blind 
man had been anointed. But conviction will not 
save us, any more than did anointing open his 
eyes. To him the command was, ‘‘Go wash in the 
pool of Siloam.’’ No other water could be used as 
a substitute. So we are commanded to exercise 
“repentance toward God and faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ.”” Wecan use no substitute whatever, 
but do precisely what Jesus says. If we obey him 
our eyes will be cp3ned, spiritually, and we shall 
see things in altogether a new light. ‘Old things 
will pass away,’’ and we shall feel that we are 
‘*new creatures in Christ Jesus.’”’ Our views of 
duty will then be very clear. We shall see things 
as wé never saw them before. 

To ‘“twash in the pool of Siloam” was a very 
simple act, but it was what the Savior commanded. 
Had the blind man failed to obey he would not 
have received his sight. So repentance and faith 
may seem to many of no value, for man can not 
save himself by ‘‘works of righteousness.’”’ The 
Lord requires obedience, and when man obeys the 
Lord wil save. Man’s present salvation hinges on

do for us till we obey him. When we repent and 
believe he is pledged to grant us a pardon. He 
dictates the terms on which a pardon will be grant- 
ed, and no act of ours will be accepted as a substi- 
tute. We may give thousands of dollars to the 
church and even try very hard to live a moral life, 
but all that will not save us. No water but that in 
the pool of Siloam would help the case of the blind 
man, and no duty or work of ours, with repent- 
ance and faith left out, will save us. 

Only repent and believe, and your eyes will be 
opened, spiritually, and you will want to say to the 
people, ‘‘Whereas I was blind, now I see.”” May 
the Lord open the eyes of many to see the new

FIGURES AND FAOTS. 

I sometimes amuse myself by comparing the 
figures of assumed statistics with the facts of obser- 
vation. Take, for instance, the note in the HER- 
ALD of December 5th, first page, on the death-rate re- 
sulting from liquor drinking in this country. I will 
not question (though I deem it questionable, both in 
numbers and ratio.) the estimate that puts the gross 
annual rate at 1,200,000, and those above sixteen at 
900,000. The deaths resulting from liquor drinking 
are put at 250,000. 

Now, over one-half who die are females. So of 
the 900 000 less than 450,000 are males. Adding to 
these the women who drink and we have 500 000 at 
the outside, of which the 250000 are one-half. If 
the estimate is true, over one-half, or five in every 
nine, of the males who die above sixteen years; of 
age, whether by disease, accident, violence, or old 
age, die of intemperance. Is this so with those 
who die within our own knowledge? Take the 
cases, make an estimate, and see. Are they one- 
half? or one-fourth? or one in ten? 

It is said ‘*the saloons closed, we could reduce our 
death aggregates by 250000 souls.’ Ii so, the re- 
duction would come almost wholly from males over 
sixteen, reducing the 450,000 to 200,000. If thereare 
not half so many deaths does it not follow that the 
average duration of life of this class would be more 
than doubled? Should we not then have as many. 
men living at the age of eighty-four as we now have 
of fifty? as many at one hundred and four as now 
of sixty? as many at one hundred and forty-four 
years old as now eighty? and so on. A more com- 
mon and less extreme estimate is, that 100,000 die 
annually of intemperance. This when our popu- 
lation was 50,000,000. 

Now, a generation, or the average of human life, 
is estimated at thirty years, but let us take at thirty- 
three and one-third. Then our aggregate death-rate 
would be 1,500 000. Of this, 100,000 would be one in 
fifteen of all deaths—men, women, and little chil- 
dren— wo die from any cause whatsoever. Is even 
this number justified by the facts of our own obser- 
vation? 

The havocs of the saloon are alarming, but do

The resolution favoring revision was framed, I be- 
lieve, by Dr. Crosby, with a liberalizing amend- 
ment by Dr. Hastings. The vote was sixty-seven to 
fifteen. 

All this is significant. Creeds must modify. 
They simply “stand for the substance of doctrine.’’ 
So many mental reservations are necessary that to 
one (outside) it seems a vote to abolish them en- 
tirely would save a deal of worry. As expressions 
of the religious thought of years gone by tht y have 
some value. That is the value we attach to fossils 
or other antiquated curiosities. As practical guides 
to heaven they are as useful as a last century’s 
almanac.

A KINDLY OBITIOISM. 

Bro. Editcr,—An editorial on the | first page of 
your excellent paper of December 19th, on the sub- 
ject of an increase of our navy, seems so contrary 
to the general tone of your publication and, to my 
mind, so contrary to Scripture, that I ask the privi- 
lege of a kindly criticism. As a disciple of the 
Prince of Peace I protest against any increase of 
our army or navy. I would much rather see them 
disbanded. 

1. Such an increase is needless. It is more than 
seventy-five years since a fureign foe stood on our 
soil. Since then we have vastly increased in num- 
bers, wealth, education, and in all the elements of 
| National strength. No nation could hope to make 
'@ permanent conquest or a successful invasion. 
| Had we been attacked previous tc, or during the 
war of, the rebellion, we would have been taken at 
disadvantage; but at present we are rich, united, 
and strong. No nation is so mad as to commence 
an unprovoked war with such a people. 

2. Our commercial relations with the nations of 
Europe are such that both we and they have a 
thousand-fold more to gain by continued peace 
than by any possible war. Our separation from 
| the Old World by the great cceans, our entiye in- 
| dependence of their system of governments, while 


ology has always been conservative, which, upon at the same time we are lergely made up of the 


the whole, is well enough. Nevertheless we are 
glad there have been forward movements, and 
that the trend is yet in the direction of a broader 
thought. 

A recent illustration is found in the action of the 
New York Presbytery, a short time since, on the 
question of a revision of the Westminster Con- 
fession of Faith.

8. The increase and growing cost of war, and 
the terrible burden of war debts, under which the 
nations of Europe are groaning, are additional rea- 
sons why they should keep the peace with peacea- 
ble neighbors. 

4. No war comes without provocation. This is 
true both of men and nations. Peaceable people 
have no war. Dr. Livingstone spent many years. 
amidst the most barbarous tribes of Africa. He 
not only had no war but he won their deepest af- — 
fection. They ministered to him in his dying 


hours, and cared for his dead body with more than 
fraternal tenderness. The nations of Europe, 
which, for the last fifty years have made no war, 
have had none. The security of any nation is in 
its justice and peaceful spirit. There is not the 
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slightest fear that any nation will attack us, unless 
we provoke them. We have given no occasion for 
national hostility to any people except the Chinese, 
and it is safe to say that we have nothing to fear 
unless we continue our cruel discriminations against 
them. 

5. Great armaments afford no security. Experi- 
ence shows that the nations that have had the 
largest armies and navies have suffered most from 
war, while the feebler and unarmed nations have 
suffered least. Nor has this immunity from war 
been attended with any humiliation. No nation 
has a nobler record than the republic of Switzer- 
land, and yet she has but few troop; and no army. 

6. We have found that negotiation and arbitra- 
tion are the effectual substitutes for war. All the 
nations know that it is inconceivably cheaper and 
better. Surely no difficulties can possibly arise 
with any Earopean nation that can not be thus 
settled. 

7. The law of Christ forbids preparation for, and 
the practice of, war. There is one law both for na- 
tions and individuals. Christ says to nations 
(which are but an aggregation of individuals), 
**Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, do 
good unto them that hate you,” etc. A nation that 
acts on this principle can never have war. Nations 
toat obey God can trust in divine protection. 

Three times a year all the males of Israel were to 
go up to Jerusalem, but on no such occasion were 
they assailed by their enemies. God will chastise 
wicked nations. We have suffered one terrible 
war as a national judgment, and no armies or 
navies can arrest the just judgments of heaven if 
we trample on the Divine will. No; our security 
isin the arm of the Lord. Let us seek his favor 
rather than trust in an arm of flash.

MISSIONS. 

[Report of the secretary of missions to the Southern 
Ohio Christian Conference, and adopted as read.] 

Mr. President,—Having received due notice that 
a@ peper on “Missions’’? would be expected of me 
at the present session of our conferences, I would re- 
spectfally submit the following thoughts and rec- 
ommendations pertaining to mission-work : 

No century, since the apostolic days, has done so 
much for the spread of the G spel, the enlighten- 
ment and salvation of the world, as that into whose 
closing glories we are now entering. Advance is 
being made all along the dark and extended lines 
of heathendom with most gratifying success. The 
missionary has visited and redeemed no less than 
fifty islands of the Pacific. Among the Fiji Island- 
ers alone he has gathered ninety thousand souls to 
worship at the feet of Jesus. Within the last thirty 
years mission stations in India and Burmah havein- 
creased from two hundred and twenty-two to more 
than six hundred, while congregations of worship- 
ers have increased mcre than fifteen-fold! Twenty 
years ago the island of Madagascar was a savage 
nation, but now, through the influence of the Gos- 
pel missionary, it has a queen and one hundred and 
fifty thousand professing Christians! A few years 
ago and the great Empire of Japan lay in the dark- 
ness of heathenism, but now the faithful work of 
missions is transforming it into a Christian nation 
with commendable zeal, as the welcome letters of 
our own beloved missionary—Rev. D. F. Jones— 
so abundantly testify through the HERALD. 

But with the most correct statistics in hand no 
one can fully compute what the ever-increasing 
mission-work of the Gospel has done for the heath- 
en during the present century. Such has been the 
success of “foreign missions’’ that the nineteenth 
century has been called the ‘“‘missionary century of 
the world’s history;’’ and yet, the work is but 
fairly begun which is destined to evangelize and 
Christianize the world, lifting up the mvst distant, 
destitute, and barbarous nations into a higher and 
happier life here, and pointing them to a glorious 
immortality hereafter. 

But the object of this paper is not to inspire our 
people to work exclusively in the interests of foreign 
missions. The true missionary spirit will not fly 
off in the interest of distant lands to the neglect of 
the unenlightened and unsaved within the borders 
of its own country. And, since the Christians have 
now fairly embarked in the cause of missions— 


. 
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both at home and abroad—it only remains for us to 
devise and put into sucessful operation the best 
possible means to accomplish the best results. We 
have already some very commendable plans of 
operation, such as that of the evangelical depart- 
ment of our mission-work, created by the Ameri- 
can Christian Convention and supervised by its 

Board of Missions. We here recommend this 
department to the liberal patronage of all the 
churches and ministers of our conference. 

We have also cur Children’s Mission-work, 
which is doing great good both at home and 
abroad, and well deserves the patronage, not only 
of the children, but of all our people. We there- 
fore urge upon all the pastors in the bounds of our 
conference to see that Caildren’s Day be appropri- 
ately observed in their respective churches, so as to 
obtain the most liberal contribution possibile. In- 
deed, we would urge them to see that al/ the four 
collections, proposed by the American Christian 
Convention, be promptly taken in the missionary 
spirit. 

" Farts, we recommend, especially to the 
ladies of our conference and churches, the liberal 
patronage of our Woman’s Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions in its work of saving souls. 

And now, in regard to an immediate local mis- 
sion-work, we recommend that the conference em- 
ploy, if possible, an evangelist to labor within our 
borders at least one-half his time during the year, 
and in such months of the years as may be agreed 
upon by the parties; and that said evangelist labor 
under the direction of the official board of confer- 
ence, whose duty it is to see that churches be sup- 
plied with pastors, if possible, and that unoccupied 
fields be sought and churches organized when and 
where the interests of the cause evidently demand 
it. To this end we recommend that a home mis- 
sion board of ladies be chosen by each church, whose 
duty it shall be to solicit and collect, if possible, 
from the lovers of humanity within the bounds of 
the church, a sum ¢qual in amount to the pastor’s 
weekly salary, and to be deposited in the hands of 
the church treasurer, subject to the order of the 
financial secretary, and to be appropriated to the 
payment of the local evangelist’s salary; also, that 
the conference ask an appropriation of $100 from 
the general mission fund of the American Chris- 
tian Convention, and that the balance of said evan- 
gelist’s salary be paid from the conference fund, 
after deducting also the amount collected by him- 
self from the people with whom he labors.

God never fails to do 
his work when we do ours. By all means, then, 
let there be a full and free discussion by our people, 
both of the merits of faith and obedience, as well 
as the baptism which is the crowning act of salva- 
tion, and we shall all be the wiser and better for it.

GoLpEN TexT.—“Thou shalt go before the face of the Lord to 
prepare his ways.” 

The time of silence of Zacharias must have been 
a strange passage cf lifetohim. It is hardly proba- 
ble he would officiate in the service of the temple 
in his priestly character, after that eventful day. 

A man that was dumb would not be in fit pbys- 
ical condition in the holy service of the priest’s office. 
What must have been his reflections during this 
time of silence! Would he not repeat to himself the 
incident of the vision? ‘Would it not be unfadingly 
fastened in his memory? He would reflect upon 
the promise of the son tobe born. The several 
points of character and work as named by the angel 
would be seriously thought upon. There would be 
a quickening of heart in the consideration of what 
this son was to be and do. He would be conscious 
that there was a miracle in the gift of thechild. It 
seems that in this time of silence Zacharias would 
grow into an intensely spiritual frame of mind. His 
personal righteousness and blameless life would be- 
come more and more refined. His mind would 
have perceptions of divine things in advance of his 
previously clearest apprehensions. 

I can not feel that this discipline of Zacharias was 
a punishment; it was rather an opportunity. It 
brought him to an experience he could not have 
had otherwise, an experience that gave him higher 
views of God. The divine relation was never felt 
by Zacharias before as after his silence. When his 
tongue was loosed, and the power of vocal expres- 
sion restored, his first use of the organs of speech 
was to praise God. This shows the ecstatic frame 
of mind he was in. I think verse 67 in point of 
time should follow verse 64. He was in condition 
of mind and heart to receive the full communication 
of the Divine Spirit. The phrase, ‘‘filled with the 
Holy Spirit,’’ does not intimate that he had imper- 
fect communication from God. He felt the quicken- 
ing of the divine power all through his silence, 
from month to month. When the child was born, 
and the promise of the angel fulfilled to his eyes, 
there must have been an increased inflow of God to 
his soul. When the moment of release came to him 
his cup of blessing overflowed. God communicated 
to him of himself so as to overwhelmingly affect all 
the powers of Zacharias both mental and spiritual. 
If you can get before you the sight of the man in all 
the glow of his exalted feelings, this song of praise 
will have a reality to you not to be had in any 
other way. 

The benedictus can not be read profitably unless 
the conditions of the speaker and his frame of mind 
are vividly seen and felt. It was inspiration. It 
requires an inspiration to take in its fullness. Its 
literary construction may be beautiful. Its poetic 
form may be perfect. Its thoughts may compre- 
hend high things. But to catch the force of the 
song, the reader must be in fullest sympathy with 
Zacharias. To say, ‘‘Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel,’”? may mean comparatively nothing. Many 
such expressions are made without inspiration. 
But for Zacharias to say them, or for any other one 
in his state of spiritual exaltation, is quite another 
thing. The words become red hot with glowing 
feeling. They are in themselves quickening power. 
I see the song as a whole. There are no separate 
thoughts in it to me. - It is not staccato, the separate 
expressions standing out-as so many distinct 
thoughts. It is rather like a chain of closely fitting 
links. 

There are two general thoughts. First, that of 
praise to God for the fulfillment of his promises. 
Second, a prophetical description and relation of the 
child. Zacharias saw the Messiah, not in the babe 
upon the bosom of Elisabeth, but in him not yet 
appearing, whom this babe was to go before and de- 
clare his coming. 

The benedictus is Messianic all through the poem. 





‘If there is a particular gem of expression I think it 


is verse 78. I will repeat it in the words of the re- 
vised version and marginal readings: ‘Because 
of the heart of mercy of our God, wherein the day- 


spring from on high shall visit us.’”’ All of thissal- 
vation is because of the divine heart-tenderness. 
How full the thought! How thrilling the words! 
How can men associate severity with God, as is 
the teaching of some theology? Men should come 
to God through Christ because of the movings of his 
infinite affection to us. The most exalted human 
quality is given to God in infinite measure, to show 
his interest in us. It is because of this the day- 
spring from on high hath visited us. Every one 
who can appreciate God’s loving nature is drawn to’ 
God, and comes to him. There is a favorite hymn 
of mine that contains a stanza that to me is of 
wonderful beauty and attraction: 

To shame our sins he blushed in blood, 

He closed his eyes to shew us God; 

Let all the world fall down and know 

That none but God such love can show. 

The closing of the poem is in full keeping with 
the whole spirit of the song. Light comes into the 
world. It moves with rapid tread as does the light 
of the ever-appearing day. It makes visible to our 
souls the richness of the divine grace. It quiets the 
fears, because we see. We are out of the gloom of 
sin. We have vivid spiritual consciousness of the 
grace of God in Jesus Christ. The soul is at peace. 
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I have, this January 3, 1890, sent to 
of the Convention the sum of ($157.05) one hundred 
and fifty-seven dollars and five cents, ere 
the various purposes named by the donors.

“THERE I8 A SPIRITUAL BODY.” 

Sixty years ago when I began to read “‘the Holy 
Scripturer,’’ expecially the New Testament, I re- 
ceived into my youthful heart the idea that man 
possessed two natures quite different in their charac- 
ter—one a physical, the other spiritual; the former 
was taken from the elements, and was of the earth, 
earthy ; the latter came directly from God, and it 
was this especially that so related him to his Creator 
that in truth he could. be called ‘“‘the son of Gcd,”’ 
bearing the image and likeness of his Maker, God. 
The physical after death is resolved to its native 
elements, but the spirit or soul survives the taking 
down of the tabernacle, which ‘‘then returns to God 
who gave it’’ in a state of consciousness. Man can 
not kill the soul, but only the body, which is the 
testimony of Jesus. The Savior at his death said, 
‘‘Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit, and 
gave up the ghost.’”’ To Stephen, the martyr, the 
glory world was opened, and while he ‘“‘saw Christ 
sitting at the right hand of God,’ cried, saying, 
‘Lord Jesus, receive my spirit,’”’ not wind, breath, 
or atmospheric air (as some teach), but a veritable 
being—that part which is beyond the power of man 


to kili. For doubtless he believed as Paul did, ‘‘to 


be absent from the body was to be present with the 
Lord.”’ 

The idea which has recently been advocated, that 
man while in his probationary state possesses ‘‘a 
spiritual body’’ in which the spirit at death enters 
heaven, I think has no foundation in the Scriptures. 
I find no Scripture reading, ‘‘Receive my spirit and 
my spiritual body.’’ Souls or spirits separated 
from the bodies they once had have been seen, and 
are represented as ‘‘crying’’ (praying) to God; but 
nothing is written of their having previous to the 
resurrection a spiritual body. There is nothing oc- 
curring at the death of God’s children that in Script- 
ure phraseology is called a resurrection. The idea 
of a resurrection is the bringing to life again of that 
which had died. And not only so, but ‘‘the raising 
up unto perfection,’’ as I am taught; an endowment 
with immortality. This is in perfect accord with 
the teaching of the Apostie Paulin I. Corinthians 
15: ‘‘Itissown in corruption, it is raised in incor- 
ruption; it is sown in dishonor, it is raised in glory ; 
it is sown in weakness, it is raised in power; it is 
sown a natural body, it is raised a spiritual body. 
There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body.”? Paul would not argue nor declare that his 
brethren were then in possession of a spiritual body, 
for he immediately adds, ‘‘And soit is writ e1, The 
first man Adam was made a living soul; the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. Howbeit, 
that was not first which is spiritual, but that which 
is natura], and afterwards that which is spiritual.” 
The Savior was raised (not at his death) the third 
day with an immortal, spiritual body. And doubt- 
less those that had been translated without seeing 
death, tegether with the angelic host (which had 
often appeared in human form), are in the posses- 
sion of spiritual bodies. To me it is exceeding 
clear that the bodies that we now have will never 


be raised ‘in the resurrection at the last day,’’ for 


they “shall be changed ;’”’ ‘‘this mortal shall put on

tain that world, and a resurrection from the dead, 
shall be equal to angels, to die no more.’’

I. Notice Christ the true vine. 

II. Yeare the branches. 

III. My Father is the husbandman. 

1. Christ the true vine. This no doubt is drawn 
largely from the vineyard which they passed in 
going to Bethany and Gethsemane; also by way of 
contrasting the large, delicious tame grapes with 
those of wild sour grapes; also to the communion 
which he had just instituted, using the fruit of the 
vine which was the pure juice of the grape. But 
I think that the grand idea is to teach that among 
the many who professed to be the Christ there was 
and is but one true Christ, and that is the one who 
gave his life so freely for us, to ransom and deliver 
us from the power of darkness. This one is both 
the light and life of the world. No other Christ 
possessed this life-giving power; this one alone; 
hence true vine. 

2. “Ye are the branches.” Each one of his dis- 
ciples was a branch. Not as is sometimes asserted, 
calling a denomination a branch. Some apply it 
to church and then claim that their denomination 
is that church.

‘‘branches.’’ Neither can it refer to denominations, 
for the saved will be in number as the sand of the 
sea, etc. Denominational numbers can not reach it. 
Then what? Why, it refers to all persons who are in 
Christ, receiving their life substance from him; 
hence it embraces members of all denominations, 
all the good and holy trusting ones in Christ Jesus. 
If we would live the Christian lite we must abide in 
him. Datached from him, we die; like as a branch 
detached from the vine dies,so we perish. We 
abide in Christ by doing his will. There are some 
who are still, some are noisy, all, however, must 
abide in Christ. 

3. Husbandman. This is the Father — God, 
Jehovah.

AM I OORREOT? 

Not long sinca, in the closing service of a success- 
ful protracted meeting, I heard a leading member 
of the church with which the meeting was held 
give to the converts that had professed faith in 
Christ in the meeting (and that, too, before the pub- 
lic audience), what he was pleased to term ‘‘some 
words of advice,’”? and during the course of his 
‘*words of advice’’ to the converts he said to them: 
“Tt is known to all that the majority of ministers’ 
sons go to the bad. There are,’’ said he, “reasons 
for this,’’ but he failed to name a single one of the 
reasons. A little further on in his ‘‘words of ad- 
vice’’ to the converts he raised the question as to 
what class of converts who came out in protracted 
meetings ‘‘stuck to it,’”? then answered the ques- 
tion raised himself in the following words: ‘Those 
who stick to it are the ones who have been mem- 


bers of the Sabbath-school, while those who come | 


out in said meetings who have not been members of 
the Sabbath-school are the ones who do not stick to 
it—they are no good.”’ 

Now es to whether the brother’s ‘“‘words of ad- 
vice’’ (?) spoken of to these two classes of converts 
are true or false, I shall not here say, but will say, 
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that in my judgment they will militate very much 
in the way of keeping that portion of converts who 
came out on the “Lord’s side” during that meeting 
and who had not previously thereto been members 
of the Sabbath-school from “sticking to it;”’ and, fur- 
thermore,I very much fear his “‘words of advice’’ 
will have a tendency to keep that class from becoming 
members of the Sabbath-school. There was quitea 
number among the converts to whom these ‘words 
of advice” were spoken who had not previous to 
their having made the start in the ‘‘better life’’ been 
members of the Sabbath-school. Among these were 
a mother and two of her sons, all three of whom had 
publicly acknowledged the Savior in the meeting 
previous to the one in which the said ‘‘words of ad- 
vice’’ were spoken. 

As respects his words, “It is known to all that 
the majority of ministers’ boys go to the bad,’ I 
will say that was not the first time I had heard 
words of like import spoken of ministers and their 
children, but never before by a leading church- 
member and in the presence of a public audience, 
and in the way of ‘‘advice’”’ to young converts. 
When I had heard it previously it had invariably 
been by bitter opposers of Christianity, and hence by 
opposers to munisters of the Gospel. I had sup- 
posed that the idea that ‘‘the majority of ministers’ 
children went to the bad,’’ had its origin among 
the riffraff opposers to Christ and his ministers, and 
that it was without foundation in fact—at least I 
had so read statistics touching this thrust. If the 
statistics I have read may be relied upon, I pro- 
nounce the saying ‘‘that the majority of ministers’ 
children, especially their sons, go to the bad,’’ a vile 
slander.

Rev. Z. M. Wilkins, son of Thomas and Eliza- 
beth Wilkins (nee Miller), was born in Ross Coun- 
ty, Ohio, June 25, 1811.

At the age of 
twenty-two he was convicted of sin at a rail-split- 
ting, where he thoughtlessly made a mock prayer.

Soon after he began to read the Bible, and for 
nearly a year continued to study God’s Holy Word.

Com- 
ing out of the water he announced that he would

he had been a ring-leader among them. Soon a re- 
vival broke out in which many of his associates 
were converted under his labors, among them my 
uncle, Rev. John M. Thompson, my mother’s 
brother. Some time the next year he was set apart 
to the work of the Gospel ministry by Elder Sagar 
and others, and j ined the Auglaize Christian Con- 
ference (now called the Northwestern). He was 
ordained as an evangelist. Many times he would 
be gone for months at a time, and hundreds were 
converted under his labors. He traveled 86 000 
miles by conveyance through cold and heat, often 
swimming the high waters to reach his appoint- 
ment, delivered 10,000 public addresses, and preach- 
ed 1,500 funeral sermons. He was a member of the 
Western Indiana and Central Illinois Christian 
conferences for nearly thirty-five years. His wife 
preceded him a little over three years. He was 
the father of twelve children, eight of whom are 
living—four sons and four daughters. Three sons 
are mechanics, and one in the Soldiers’ Home at 
Milwaukee, Wis. The daughters are Mrs. Annie 
Ray, West Lebanon; Mrs. Ella Cass, Kansas City, 
Mo.; Mrs. Olive Meek, Veedersburg, and the 
writer. 

He was a loving, indulgent father. After the 
death of mother he seemed to decline until in Sep- 
tember, through weakness, he was taken to his 
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bed. Some of his last words were: “If my life 
were to be lived over, I would try to preach more 
about Jesus.””

DEDIOATION. 

The fifth Sunday in December we dedicated our 
twenty-seventh church edifice. This one was Free- 
dom Church, near Wallace, F »untain County, Ind., 
and the sixth church-house that Elder E. D. 
Simons has been directly connected*with as pastor 
in erecting and finishing by a dedication. This oc- 
casion was one long to be remembered. 

By ten o’clock the house was crowded, and by 
eleven o’clock every foot of standing room was oc- 
cupied and at a premium. While many were 
denied admittance and hundreds returned home— 
the weather being too chilly for them to remain 
outside—yet for three hours that immense andi- 
ence patiently stood during the exercises. The 
pastor and others estimated the people at 1.200; 
while in the pulpit were Elders E. D. Simons (the 
pastor), L. W. Bannon, John Nichols, A. J. Akers, 
R. H. Gott, and J. T. Paillip:, all of whom par- 
ticipated in the exercises as far as they were able— 
“la grippe” having +ffi cted some of them. The 
church-membership is one hundred and sixty-two 
strong, and all baptized and organized by Elder E. 
D. Simons about four years ago. 

The church building is a beautiful structure, cost- 
ing in all about $1 200. It is 30 by 40 feet, witha 
14 feet ceiling, on a continued dressed rock founda- 
tion, and most beautifully painted. It took quite 
an effort to cancel the indebtedness, and in this we 
were ably assisted by Elder Gott and others. It 
showed the s‘ringency of money matters, but in 
one hour we had $66 75 in cash, and the rest vouch- 
ed for in twenty-five minutes. This Nation knows 
how to appreciate the blessedness of the soldier’s 
pension, of which Indiana has 42 553 soldiers, who 
put $7 000,000 yearly into circulation in Indiana, 
but for which the state would be in bankruptcy for 
money enough to do business. The seats cost $240 
and the pulpit $18. 

The following was the program: Opening song, 
J. 8. Nichols; opening prayer, L. W. Bannon; 
opening scripture, A. J. Akers; social exercises; 
dedicatory scripture, R. H..Gott; sermon, J. T. 
Phillips; dedicatory prayer, E. D. Simons; house 
named and declared dedicated, and after the report 
of treasurer of the building committee the church 
was turned over to the trustees. Rev. R. H. Gott 
preached an excellent discourse on Saturday even-

Elder Simons, in one sense, is a remarkable man. 
He is never idle, always has a place to preach, and 
if not he goes out and makes a church right from 
the beginning, and organizes and builds a house. 
We stayed and assisted Eider Simons four days; 
Bro. and Sister John Nichols and Elder Bannon 
also helped in the services. We had the pleasure 
of seeing thirteen confess Christ, and six or eight 
more converted. The night we left a song was 
sung, a proposition was made for prayers, and thir- 
ty-four held up their hands and eight united with 
the church. We left the meeting in the hands of 
the pastor, assisted by Elder Bannon. 

This church is young and without the HERALD, 
and let me say, brethren, when you read this copy 
of the HERALD please subscribe with your pastor 
and try it a year. The church remembered us 
splendidly, financially. May God bless that good 
people!

—We commend to our readers the ‘Kindly Oriti- 
cism’’ of Bro. H. H. Hinman on another page. 
We welcome all such criticisms of what we may 
have to say on any question. No one can be more 
fully in sympathy with the peace idea than are we, 
and yet we can but think the way for peace of a 
National nature may be in the direction of prepara- 
tion. While all nations are inclined to war we 
must police our harbors and bolt the gates of our 
coast cities. The argument against building a navy 
for protection would also dismantle the forts we 
have and disband the army we muster. One thing 
is true, the English as colonists have followed in 
the wake of their vessels of war, and but for the 
protection these vessels have afforded they would 
not have brought the world into so large a subjec- 
tion to themselves in its own higher interests. 
Switzerland and England may hardly be compared 
as factors of blessings to the world. There is no 
blessing exceeding that of the universal English- 
man in what he is and does, and yet his presence 
has been made possible and his work a glory by 
the prowess power of the English navy. 

—We believe with D:. Weston that statistics 
often utter an exaggerating voice, and that nothing 
is yained by a false presentment of facts. It is, 
however, almost impossible to exaggerate the 
strength of the evil of intemperance, either in the 
forces it marshals or the damning work it does. 
There is little reason to doubt that one-half of our 


adult male population are addicted to the habit of 


intemperance. This alone is a terrible truth. But 


grant that 250,000 deaths among the adults may not 
be traced annually to intemperance in our land, 
still it is quite possible that the death-rate in Amer- 
ican childhood could be reduced fully 100,000 if 
intoxicants had no place in the home. Counting 
all deaths resulting from rum poison in America, 
and we doubt if 250,000 is an exaggerated statement 
of the case. And when against the door of the 
saloon we array this army of dead men, women, 
and children, we have written against that gate- 
way of death and hell only a fraction of its crime. 
The saloon wrings an agony of woe from the human 
heart that can be measured by no voice of elo- 
quence on earth or in heaven. Let the curse of our 
hearts be against the saloon. We pledge our hand 
and heart against it with a new consecration. 
Whether it drains our land of the blood of 100,000 
lives annually, or 250,000, it is the unpardonable 
curse of the home, the age, and the world.

WHAT THE OHRISTIANS ARE, 

When we think of the Church we think of that 
great brotherhood of saints on this and the other 
side of the river of death—that great host which, 
as a family, is named after Him who lived and 
died for men. The apostles belonged to this 
Church, and they were sent to build it up and 
induce men to enter into it by use of all the moral 
agencies within their reach. We can not think of 
the apostles as belonging to a denomination, or to 
any moral brotherhood less wide and fraternal than 
that embracing all the followers of Christ. 

When they gathered the saints into fraternal fel- 
lowship and for the work of co-operative love at 
Antioch, at Thyatyra or Philadelphia, they did 
not organize new bodies, nor, in either place, one 
which was distinct and separate from others in other 
places. Here and there and everywhere the one 
Church was found separated only by the necessities 
of distance and locality. 

Than this one Church we personally, as ministers 
of Jesus, should know no other, nor should we 
submit to organizations of this Church which will 
in any way serve to separate the followers of Jesus 
embracing it. A local church is not rightfully or 
necessarily something differing from the general 
Church. It is, in its lawful state, simply a banded 
fellowship of saints for co-operation in Christian 


work. 
When Ohristian men organize beyond this, or on 


any other basis, they have created something more 
and some other and different than the Church 
itself, and while they may call it a lodge, a frater- 
nity, or a corporation, they should not call it the 
Church. 

There is but one Church, and all the saints of 
God pertain to it by virtue of that birth which 
comes of the Spirit, and God, not man, has added 
them thereto. There is therefore no such thing as 
the Methodist Church, or the Baptist Church, etc. ; 
for jf there be, then are there more Churches than 
one, There are Methodist denominations, or Bap- 
tist corporations, or Catholic communities, but these, 
as such, are not the Church in the Bible or Christian 
sense of the term. 

We see only the Ohurch in the Bible, ana 
beyond the Church, as a fraternal, co-operative 
body, we do not choose to go in organized 
action. Should we, standing within the Church, 
reach out to the organization of a denomina- 
tion, even though that denomination might be 
made to embrace a hundred thousand or a 
hundred million of members, we should feel 
that we had organized something less than the 
Church itself. We know of no denomination that 
takes in all the Church, while none will dispute the 
fact that the Church takes in all the saints of all the 
denominations. 

While, therefore, we have the Church as an or- 
ganization, and one divinely created, we do not 
eare to reach out beyond this for the organization 
of a denomination. Nor are we aware that the 
Christians have ever done this. In every place 
where opportunity offers our ministers band 
together the saints of Jesus on the same free terms 
that the Holy Spirit had previously joined them to 
the Church. This is not organizing something 
more, else, or less than the Church of our Lord. 

When, therefore, for convenience sake, one speaks 
of his people as the Christian denomination, he 


and there banded together in fraternal fellowship 
for co-operation in good works. The cords binding 
them are Ohristian fraternity and co-operation in 
works of love, in the breath of the Holy Spirit, 
and on the teachings of the only Divine Book. 
Only gateways of love and holiness open into our 
little bands of fellowship, and these gateways do 
not make us to differ in our spirit and nature from 
the saints of God otherwheres and everywhere. 
In fact, our gateways are so wide that all the saints 
of all the Church of our Lord, from the rivers to 
the ends of the earth, can flow through them. 
Supposing they should so flow into the arms of 
our fellowship, then denominationalism would be 
left behind and the whole would constitute but the 
one Church of our Lord. Now if, by all coming 
into the one fold of fellowship through the gates 
of love and holiness which are open before the 
world, denominationalism should be left behind, 
how much of this same denominationalism have 
the one hundred thousand saints of God who have 
come into these fraternal centers named Chris- 


tian? 
We have worked with the Christians as a minis- 


ter for nearly thirty-five years, and it has never 
occurred to us that we belonged to a denomination 
or to anything more or less than the Church of 
Jesus Christ. That which one local church is all 
the local churches are. The local church is a band 
of saints—saintship in Jesus is the condition of their 
reception—and the churches of a conference, or of 
the General Convention, are simply bands of saints, 
and together they go to make up a part of the gen- 
eral Church. — 

A denomination is an organized division of the 
Church on specified doctrines and on certain lim- 
ited bases of fellowship. This definition does not 
cover the Christians. We make no organization on 
certain doctrines or limited bases of fellowship. 
We gather the saints on his Word, giving to them 
fullest liberty in interpretation, and freely fellow- 
ship the man who breathes the spirit of love toward 
all in Christ Jesus. By all this we become nothing 
more and nothing less than the Church. We are 
not therefore a denomination, or one of the denom- 
inations, according to the usual acceptation of the 
term. We aresimply Christians banded together 
in fellowship for good works, or as the New England 
clergy used to say, the Christian Connection, mean- 
ing by this simply united Christians. 

The local church is a band of saints. The confer- 
ence -is simply a fraternity of the local churches, 
while the Convention is only a general fraternity of 
the local conferences, The object of the fraterniza- 


tion in the narrower, or in the wider sense, is sim- 


ply that consolation and inspiration which come of 
fellowship and more effective work through co- 
operation. We are a brotherhood of saints, united 
in the spirit of Jesus for the study of his Word, 
and for the answer of his wish as expressed to us 
therein. May the reach of our fellowship never be 
narrowed beyond this universal expression, and 
may God prosper our united efforts in saving the 
world and in unifying his Church.

Opening Services at Norfolk, Va. 

During the week preceding the members and 
friends of the Mission at Norfolk, Va., met at the 
recently-purchased chapel to make such changes as 
were deemed necessary, and thoroughly cleanse 
and decorate the audience room preparatory to the 
opening services.

“Secret Faults.” 

In an absolute sense, of course, there can be no 
such thing as a secret fault. To the infinite and 
omniscient God everything is known, even the end 
from the beginning. In a modified and relative 
sense “‘secret faults” are not only a possibility but 
a probability, in the lives of even the best of men. 
When, therefore, David prayed that he might be 
cleansed from secret faults, he recognized the fact 
that God knew them, and was able to save the 
faulty but contrite postulant: He evidently be- 
lieved that there might be moral weakness or evil 
in the heart, the hiding place of which the eye of 
the soul had never yet discovered. The suscepti- 
bility of the conscienca was so delicate that he 
could detect the presence of evil he was utterly un- 


able to define or describe. It eluded his grasp. 
Close clinging 2s his shadow, he could neither weigh 
nor measure it, and so to him the real nature and 
actual extent of evil was unknown and therefore 
he prayed the omniscient Oae to cleanse him from 
secret faults. 

But is man indeed held responsible for that which 
he does not know—secret faults? Sin is defined as 
a transgression of the law. But where there is no 
law, or that which seems to amount to the same 
thing—no knowledge of any evil to which the law 
applies—can there be sin? We readily see that in 
our present imperfect state there may be even in 
the best of men errors in desire, purpose, and judg- 
ment, where there is not the least design to violate 
the law of God. It may be possible that these in- 
dividuals are doing their utmost to know and do 
the will of God, and if so these errors can not be 
charged against them as willful sins, and may be 
classed among the secret or unknown faults of life. 

Again, failure to know the law of God, relative 
to certain subjects, may be the result of indiffer- 
ence, or neglect of the means provided by which 
the law might have been Known and the evil de- 
tected. In all these cases the unconscious viola- 
tion of law is a sin, because we ought to have 
known the law that would have defined duty and 
by which we would have discovered the secret foe. 
We are responsible not only to the extent that we 
know the law of God, but also to the extent that 
we might have known it had we improved all the 
opportunities of life; so that in this case even our 
secret or unknown faults are sins which need the 
prayer of contrition and the forgiving grace of God. 

By indifference or neglect to acquaint one’s self 
with the law of the state, a man may be ignorant 
of many things he ought to know; but a plea of 
ignorance will not satisfy an injured party nor ex- 
cuse him at the bar of the court. The state «cts 
upon the presumption that every man ought to in- 
form himself on every subject which affects the rela- 
tions he sustains to his fellow-citiz3ns, individually, 
and to the state, and will hold him to a strict re- 
sponsibility. Soto the extent that we might have 
cultivated the power of detecting moral evil, and 
also of recognizing divine law, if we had improved 
every opportunity in life, to that extent God holds 
us responsible. The secret faults of the believer 
may be said to be hidden in that misty realm 
which lies between the actual, spiritual attain- 
ments, and the possible attainments of knowledge 
and powers 

Then, again, there are faults in believers which 
are hidden from them now, not because they have 
not had knowledge upon these lines of thought and 
action, but for the reason that the knowledge they 
had they abused, her mandates they refused to rec- 
ognize or obey, and so the light that was in them 
became darkness; and now within the shadows of 
that self-induced darkness their secret faults are se- 
curely hiding, while they are being held strictly re- 
sponsible for them. Many a man who would go 
to the stake of martyrdom rather than deny or be- 
tray the causa of Christ before the world, will 
yield so far to some minor imperfection as to be- 
come habituated in it, and to the same extent ob- 
livious to it as a fault or sin. 

The deluding p»wer of sin and the deceitfulness 
of the heart of man combine to make light appear 
as darkness, and darkness as light, so that while 
there must be in every thoughiful professor a con- 
sciousness of possible and probable imperfection in 
life, there may be also an utter inability to define 
or describe any specific fault. It is probable that 
it was along an analagous line of reasoning that 
David’s mind was eugaged when he was inspired 
to ask, ‘‘Who can understand his errors?’ and then 
with the next breath to put up the prayer, ‘‘Cleanse 
thou me from secret faults.’”’ O Christian brother 
and sister, let us, first, seek clearer and more definite 
knowledge of human weakness and the deceitfal- 
ness of sin. S2cond, with earpestuess let us seek to 
know the will of God touching every thought and 
act which affects the relations we sustain to God 
and man; and, at the same time, by honest intro- 
spection seek to know ourselves not merely in the 
expressed thoughts and deeds of life, but also in 
the roots and motives which underlie and give 


character to action. Third, let us seek to cultivate. 


the graces of watchfulness and prayer against the 
first and slightest approach of sin.

I was privileged to see 
some of my ministerial brethren on my trip who were 
very sympathetic and ready to lend a helping hand in 
the time of need. Iam not avery good hand to beg for 
myself, so I got home with $3 less than I staried with. I 
met the following Christian ministers: Mooney, Cam- 
eron, Cook, Miller, Kellison, and all seemed to be very 
much interested for the prosperity of our beloved Zion. 
There are two wants which I wi-h merely to call atten- 


gj|tion to. Oneis thel«ck of young ministers to take our 


places ~hena we shall be gathered home to rest. I be- 
lieve Iam the youngest minister in the Southern Kansas 
Christian Conference, and I am 41 years old. The second 
is, the lack of missionary work.
